All's Fair at Little D 


American racing and its biggest partner, 
the state treasury. came in for a_ bitter 
ribbing from the New York Herald 
Tribune’s Stanley Woodward. who intro- 
duced readers to architects’ plans for Dil- 
linger Downs, “a 21st Century race track 
which sponsors plan to erect on city-owned 
Flushing Meadows. . . .” 

The new track. to be known as_ the 
Little D. would be triangular in shape. 
with 3 grandstands. 3. straight running 
courses. 3. paddocks, and. most important. 
3 sets of betting facilities. 

Stabling facilities for 4.200 horses would 
fe underground in infield. “with 
ground-level windows . . . for light and 
air.” 

A spokesman for the track told Wood- 
ward. “Our object in projecting Dillinger 
Downs is to aid the state legislature in its 
quest for revenue.” 

There would be 27 races a day. 9 on 
each course, and the starts would be stag- 
gered so that a race would go off every 
10 minutes. Dillinger would out-produce 
Aqueduct “in the ratio of 7 to 3.7 

“With considerable difficulty this de- 
partment was able to get an inkling of 
the stakes plan of the sponsors.” said 
Woodward. “They expect to put up 
$5.000.000 in added money. It has been 
virtually decided that the Jesse James 
Handicap. principal race for aged horses, 


will have an added value of $500,000, while 
the Ma Barker Memorial, for fillies and 
mares. will carry a value of $350,000.” 

Then there would be the Baby Face 
Realization, and the Belle Star Derby, 
and so as not to leave anyone out, stakes 
races for allowance horses, and stakes 
races for claiming horses. 

Since the track would run from March 
15 to December 1, all grandstands would 
he “enclosed in quartz glass with air con- 
ditioning for summer and radiant heat for 
the cold months.” 

Dillinger Downs’ suggested motto: 

“Races and weather are always fair at 
Little D.” 

Woodward said the track’s sponsors 
would ask for enabling legislation allow- 
ing them to make a profit.

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Where Did They Go? Out 


Representing the Thoroughbred Club 
of America at the annual convention of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association, we went for a longshot. We 
said, in effect, that American racing and 
breeding were suffering from malnutri- 
tion because of insufficient quantities of 
distance racing in the diet. In support of 
the argument it was necessary to use a 
number of generalizations in the interest 
of brevity, since there were 16 speakers 
and the audience was getting hungry. 


One of these supporting but unsup- 
ported generalizations was that, through 
our blinkered methods of selection on the 
race track, that is, with virtually all our 
racing at distances within a range of 3 
furlongs, we were constantly importing 
stock to breed our 9-furlong horses and 
then dissipating its capacity, even for mid- 
dle distances, in 3 generations of Amer- 
ican breeding. 


An oral statement of this sort is diffi- 
cult to follow—or, if followed. difficult to 
believe—unless there is opportunity for 
clarification and amplification. Now, no 
longer pressed by the urgency of the ros- 
trum, we can cut it up in smaller pieces. 


The fortunes of male lines in North 
America may be used as an example. 
They illustrate olearly that the American 
breeder, though he gathers the best blood- 
lines and breeds many of the best horses 
in the world, finds it all but impossible 
to maintain quality of production without 
recourse to further importations. 


The following tabulation classifies the 
male parentage of American stakes win- 
ners in each of 4 years, spaced a decade 
apart. It shows percentages. rather than 
actual numbers, in order to provide com- 
parison on a uniform basis.

The so-called American lines are those 
established here in the 19th century, sur- 
viving through the descendants of Himyar. 
Ben Brush, Fair Play, and Hanover. Their 
representation among the sires of stakes 
winners has been reduced by more than 
half in the last 20 years, and another 
halving in the next 20 years is not unlikely. 
Aside from these older lines, it is almost 
a rule of thumb that the most successful 
male lines are virtually obliterated after 2 
generations of selection by the standards 
of the American racing secretary. 


Foreign and imported stallions, taken 
together, accounted for 37.8 per cent of 
the stakes winners of 1929 (when steeple- 
chasers were included in the tally) and 
for 33.4 per cent in 1959. Their American- 
born sons made a big gain in the same 
period, at the expense of the old lines (and 
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largely because of the expansion of minor 
racing), but the process of attrition is still 
apparent. Only 3.9 per cent of the stakes 
winners of 1959 were by the great-grand- 
sons of horses imported in this century 
(or since the Civil War). Thanks mostly 
to 3 sons of Eight Thirty, great-grandson 
of *Rock Sand, 2.4 per cent of the stakes 
winners of 1959 were by sires represent- 
ing the fourth American generation. 


This process of attrition is not peculiar 
te North America of course. It goes on 
in all countries, including England and 
Ireland, but there are few areas with favor- 
able climate and soil where the wastage of 
genetic resources proceeds at such rate. 
The American breeder must understand 
that, with rare exceptions, the most fash- 
ionable and the most successful sire lines 
of today have only a tenuous chance of 
surviving as long and as well as the line 
of *Rock Sand, which represents a min- 
iscule proportion in the American Thor- 
oughbred_ population. 


The survival of class and success from 
*Rock Sand to Venetian Way is unique. 
It is impossible to say how many imported 
sires had greater success in America than 
*Rock Sand, but among them were *St. 
Blaise. *The IJH-Used. *Rayon d’Or, 
*Meddler. *Watercress, *Ben Strome, 
*Voter. *Star Shoot, *Ogden, *McGee. 
*Wrack. and *Light Brigade. Their male 
lines are gone; the lines of later importa- 
tions are going. 


A trend does not establish an inviolable 
law, of course. We cannot expect that all 
lines will follow the pattern of going from 
prominence to obscurity in 3 generations, 
as they have done in the past. But the 
trend is enough in itself to indicate the 
weakness inherent in American breeding 
because of the limited range of distance in 
the condition book.

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CALIFORNIA 
Worry, Worry 


Los ANnGELEs. Jockey Eddie Arcaro. 
making light talk before the Maturity at 
Santa Anita Park January 30, attributed 
his “few gray hairs” to First Landing. 
After the mile and a quarter race for the 
first $100,000-added purse of 1960. the 
43-year-old jockey observed that if he 
continued to ride the son of *Turn-to. he 
would “have no hair at all.” 

It was that kind of race. First Landing 
getting under the wire a scant half-length 
in front of Bagdad and 3 lengths ahead 
of Linmold. The time was a clever 2:0035. 

In the winner’s circle, Arcaro was greet- 
ed by Mr. and Mrs. Christopher T. Chen- 
ery, of Meadow Stable. It was a happy 
occasion, for after winning a record $396.- 
460 as a 2-year-old, First Landing had 
been done in by a kidney ailment which 
spoiled much of his 3-year-old season. 

But Jockey Don Pierce came back on 
Linmold, gesticulating and calling to the 
stewards. The inquiry sign was flashed. 
The Chenerys resumed worrying. In 
answer to the owner's questioning glance. 
Arcaro shook his head, indicating he was 
certain his mount had committed no foul. 
However, he must have been thinking of 
the 1955 Maturity. when he finished first 
on Calumet’s Miz Clementine only to have 
her number come down in favor of Deter- 
mine as a claim of foul lodged by jockey 
Ray York was allowed by the stewards. 


The Week's Racing 


Chenery recalled occasion back 
East, when he was in the winner’s circle 
accepting congratulations on the victory 
of Third Brother, another son of the blue 
hen Hildene, only to have the finish pic- 
ture reveal Dedicate the winner by a thin 
nose, 

This time. though, the order of finish 
stood. In fact. the stewards said Linmold 
appeared to have sinned more than he 
was sinned against. 

The trouble had occurred near the 
sixteenth-pole. where Pierce snatched up 
as he was racing between Bagdad. on the 
rail, and First Landing. However. officials 
said Linmold had lugged in on Bagdad. 
which pushed back. forcing Linmold out. 
so that he had to be snatched off the 
heels of First Landing. 

A clear day. with the temperature in 
the 70°s, lured 50.087 spectators to the 
Arcadia track. They made First Landing 
a slight favorite, the 25th time in 26 races 
that he had enjoyed this role. Bagdad 
was second choice, *Tomy Lee third, and 
King O’Turf fourth. 

Johnny Longden took *Tomy Lee to the 
front and the 1959 Kentucky Derby win- 
ner was 3 on top turning into the back- 
stretch. Linmold was closest during the 
early furlongs. with Bagdad third and 
First Landing well in hand in fifth place. 

Down the backside. Bill Shoemaker 
moved Bagdad up on the rail: Linmold 
was close up and racing gamely. and 
First Landing was now fourth. Approach- 
ing the half-mile-pole. Arearo. who had 


predicted First Landing would be at the 
top of his form, let out a notch and the 
colt moved up willingly on the outside. 


On the far turn *Tomy Lee was 
through. First Landing got his head in 
front coming to the quarter-pole, and Lin- 
mold forged to a similar margin over 
Bagdad. First Landing slowly drew out 
to his half-length margin under a strong 
hand-ride. 

The fractions were :23. :4615. 1:10°5. 
1:3515. the final time of 2:0035 being 
only a fifth slower than the stakes record 
held by Great Circle and Determine. The 
track record, set by Round Table as a 4- 
year-old under 130 pounds, is 1:5945. 

After the race, Arcaro said First Land- 
ing was “in a pull” down the backside, 
“but as soon as I made the lead this colt 
starts pulling himself up. He had a lot of 
run and should have just gone on away 
from them. My horse wasn’t lugging at 
all.” 

Shoemaker said Bagdad “ran a_ big 
race, but we just couldn't hold off First 
landing.” Pierce maintained Linmold 
would have been second at least, “had I 
not been bothered.” 

Under the conditions. weights were de- 
termined by the amount of money a 
horse had won at 3 and 4. *Tomy Lee 
had 123, Bagdad 118, Linmold 117, and 
First Landing 116. 

First Landing probably will start next 
in the 9-furlong San Antonio Handicap, 
as a final tune-up for the Santa Anita 
Handicap on February 27, for which he 
has been assigned 123 pounds. 

The victory was especially sweet for 
trainer J. H. (Casey) Hayes. He once 
had another favorite for the Maturity, 


John William, 3-year-old son of Johns Joy, scored his third consecutive victory at Santa Anita Park in the 7-furlong San 
Vicente Handicap on January 30, overtaking New Policy in the stretch and beating him by a_ half-length in 1:22. 
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Hill Prince. which broke down only a 
week before the race was run. 

First Landing. a $10,000 supplementary 
nominee, netted $80.490 for his triumph. 


Looking Ahead 


Two weeks before the opening of Santa 
Anita’s Silver Jubilee meeting. Ellwood 
Johnston purchased the fashionably bred 
Fleet Nasrullah from Mrs. John D. 
Hertz. Johnston’s idea was to race the 
son of *Nasrullah—Happy Go Fleet. by 
Count Fleet, for at least a year. and then 
give him a chance in stud. 

Fleet Nasrullah. a picture horse. paid 
The Pie Man a handsome dividend when 
he turned back an excellent field of sea- 
soned runners to win the San Pasqual 
Handicap before a crowd of 45.102 on 
January 23. He survived a wild and woolly 
finish. in which How Now came in second 
but was disqualified and moved back to 
fourth for bearing in badly near the wire. 

It was the first disqualification in a 
stakes race at Santa Anita since Miz 
Clementine’s loss to Determine. 

Fleet Nasrullah. as is his custom, set 
the early pace. but not many believed that 
he could carry his tremendous speed the 
San Pasqual distance of a mile and a 
sixteenth. He went off at 6.40-1. while 
Ciandestine, a winner of 2 sprint stakes. 
the Palos Verdes and San Carlos. was 
made a 2.30-1 favorite. 

Clandestine has wind trouble. which 
didn’t bother him when he was conserved 
for one run in the sprints. but this handi- 
capped him at 1,'; miles. He was within 
striking distance at the half-mile-pole. 
then dropped far out of contention and 
finished last. 

Rounding the far turn. How Now began 
closing the gap on Fleet Nasrullah. with 
Crasher driving strongly along the rail. 
Finnegan, after looming up boldly. began 
losing ground. 

At the top of the home stretch. Fleet 
Nasrullah was still in front. but his lead 
had shrunk to half a length. and How 
New was still charging strongly on the 
outside. Crasher. hugging the rail. was 
only a length away. and it seemed that 
hoth would go by Fleet Nasrullah. 

At the furlong-pole. How Now. shoved 
his head to the front and kept inching 
slowly away from Fleet Nasrullah. At the 
sixteenth-pole, his lead had stretched to 
a neck, but then he started to drift over 
badly on Fleet Nasrullah. The latter was 
crowded towards the rail. forcing Crasher. 
which was only a neck away at the time. 
to take up sharply. 

Bill Harmatz, riding How Now. made 
every effort to straighten out his mount. 
Instead of driving on. Harmatz tried to 
pull How Now back in his own path, and 
as he stopped riding for an instant. Fleet 
Nasrullah came on again in the closing 
strides to regain the lead and shove his 
head to the front. 

Linmold, which made a good run from 
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far back to finish third. was moved up to 
second place by stewards. who disqualified 
How Now and set him back to fourth 
place. behind Crasher, which had suffered 
most by the unintentional foul. Crasher 
might have won but for being blocked so 
badly in the final sixteenth. But it would 
have been close. 


Double Header 


The San Marcos at one mile and a 
quarter over the grass course the same 
day. was won by Mrs. Jan Burke’s Who- 
dunit. Mrs. Burke, paying her first visit 
to Santa Anita. was on hand for the vie- 
tory. Her brother. Bill Winfrey. saddled 
Whodunit for the San Marcos. and Ralph 
Neves gave the son of *Princequillo— 
Who Dini a great ride to win his first 
stakes since his near-fatal accident last 
summer at Hollywood Park. The popular 
Neves was given a warm ovation by fans. 

Neves surprised everyone by having 
Whodunit close to the pace in the early 
running. When he won the 15<-mile 
Sunset Handicap at Hollywood Park, Who- 
dunit had come from far out of it with 
a late charge through the stretch. but in 
the San Marcos. he never was worse than 
fourth. 

Eddie Schmidt. usually a strong finish- 
er, lacked his customary closing punch. 
and was unable to match strides with 
Whodunit. The bay son of *Princequillo 
was like a bulldog that would not let go. 
Once he took out after *Anisado. he kept 
closing in with every stride. getting up in 
the last sixteenth to win the rugged 
stretch duel by a neck. 

Twentyone Guns came from tenth place 
to finish third, and was going fastest of 
all at the end. His drive came too late. 
however. to seriously bother Whodunit 
or *Anisado, even though he was beaten 


only half a length. Whodunit’s time for 
the mile and a quarter was 2:01%5, con- 
siderably slower than Round Table’s rec- 
ord of 1:58. 

Winfrey expected that Whodunit would 
be extremely tough to beat in the longer 
San Juan Capistrano later on in the sea- 
sen. The 5-year-old horse just came 
through for him a little quicker than 
Lill had anticipated. 


Award to Harmatz 


Jockey William Harmatz has been se- 
lected to receive this year’s George Woolf 
Memorial Award. He was chosen by a 
vote of racing writers and sports editors 
covering the current Santa Anita Park 
meeting. 

The award. a bronze miniature of the 
Woolf statue. will be presented at public 
ceremonies at the track on February 9, 
Harmatz’s birthday. 

A native of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., the 29- 
year-old rider was graduated from Roose- 
velt High School, Los Angeles, in 1949. 
His first employment in racing was walk- 
ing hots for Bill Merrick’s San Ysidro 
Ranch, and he rode his first winner on 
March 1, 1953, at Caliente on the horse 
Bueno Boy. He is married, has 4 chil- 
dren. 


Decision Reserved 


Owner C. W. Smith this week was await- 
ing Dr. Alex Harthill’s decision on the 
seriousness of the swelling in Hillsdale’s 
left fore ankle. X-rays were made on Feb- 
ruary 1. but the veterinarian said he would 
have no announcement until he had more 
time to study them. 


MICHIGAN 
New Look at Hazel 


Derrorr. Patrons at the Hazel Park 
Race Course this summer probably will 
be hard put to recognize the place, which 
is undergoing a $1,300,000 improvement 
program. The entire plant was constructed 
in 1949 for $1,750,000. 

Already enlarged several times since 
1949, the grandstand now will undergo a 
$300.000 “face-lifting” to provide for 
island betting. A modernistic $1,000,000 
club house will be under construction 
within a few weeks. 

Work on the grandstand began last 
month. It will be completed by April 27 
when Hazel Park Harness Raceway opens 
the Michigan racing season. 

The club house, which is being financed 
by the track’s harness tenant, will not be 
finished in time for this race meeting, 
but will be ready when the Hazel Park 
Racing Association starts its 64-day Thor- 
oughbred meet on August 3. 
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Expansion of the grandstand will enable 
Hazel Park to handle crowds of 25,000 
with ease. Until now. the track’s facilities 
have been taxed to the limit on big days. 

The entire back of the grandstand is 
being knocked out and the grandstand 
extended back 40 feet on 2 levels. No 
extra seats are involved. but the additional 
room will add greatly to the comfort of 
the fans. 

It is in the paddock patio where the 
greatest difference will be seen. Replacing 
the awning-covered patio will be a glass- 
enclosed club house, 100 by 200 feet. air- 
conditioned in the summer and heated in 
the fall and spring. The club house, located 
on the south end of the track. will look out 
on the first turn and on the nearby pad- 
dock. 

The ground floor will be open to the 
general public. but the mezzanine. dining 
terrace and upper deck will be limited to 
club house patrons. 

On the ground level will be mutuel 
windows. bars. and restrooms. The mez- 
zanine will contain the kitchen and more 
restrooms. On the terrace deck. there will 
be dining facilities for 700 and a lounge 
for another 200. as well as a_ private 
dining room and offices. On the top deck 
will be open seating for 1.500. 

The club house will be built of porce- 
lain. glass. and aluminum on the outside 
walls. and of glass and masonry on the 
inside walls. Fifty-six glass panels, each 
8 by 17 feet. will enclose the mezzanine 
and dining terrace. 


NEW YORK 
Aqueduct, Belmont Stakes 


The New York Racing Association this 
week released a stakes program for its 
first 2 meetings of the season. at Aqueduct 
and Belmont Park. The schedule calls for 
31 events worth a total of $1.220.000 in 
added money. beginning with the Pau- 
monok Handicap on March 21 and con- 
cluding with the Toboggan Handicap on 
June 29. 

Principal features of the Aqueduct meet- 
ing will be the Withers Stakes. for 3-year- 
olds on May 28 and the Metropolitan 
Handicap. for 3-year-olds and upward on 
May 30. both events for $100.000 in added 
money. The  $125.000-added Belmont 
Stakes. richest event of the second meet- 
ing. will be held June 11. 

First stakes for 2-year-olds will be the 
Youthful, a 5-furlong race for colts. on 
May 11. The Fashion. a companion fea- 
ture for fillies. will be on May 18. The 
stakes:

Miami. Trainer Harris Brown relaxed 
in a chair at Hialeah Park’s Barn G. and 
admitted that *Amerigo was dead-fit and 
crying to run. A_ little too much_ so. 
perhaps. 

“He’s kicking down the stall again.” 
Brown said. “And look at his poor groom 
over there. *Amerigo like to killed him.” 

The groom, standing close by. wore a 
bandage on his left wrist. He also had a 
sore back. 

“*Amerigo’s a real rough dude. some- 
times.” Brown said. “I asked the stewards 
to let me saddle him at the barn tomor- 
row. They said no, but I hope they'll re- 
lent. If they don’t. there may be quite a 
delay before they get the race off.” 

The race in question was Hialeah’s 
$25.000-added Bougainvillea Turf Handi- 
cap. at 1,4, miles. and *Amerigo stood to 
be favored — regardless of where he was 
siddled and what time the race went off. 

One of the soundest and toughest horses 
in America. *Amerigo is a rogue of long 
standing. He lunges at those who walk 
in front of his stall, kicks up a storm 
when saddled and unsaddled, often is 
tough to load. But once he comes out of 
the starting gate. he is a runner. on dirt 
or on grass.

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*King Bruce Il Sold 


Allie E. Reuben has sold *King Bruce 
Il to a group of Illinois breeders who this 
week announced plans to syndicate the 
9-year-old horse and to stand him at Larry 
Lyons’ Wadsworth Stud Farm at a_ fee 
of $1,000 for a live foal. 

A brown horse by Fair Trial out of 
*Spider’s Web. by Bois Roussel. *King 
Bruce IL was bred in England by the late 
Fred Darling, and in 4 campaigns there 
he won 7 of 28 races. placed 6 times, 
and earned £7,112 in first money, putting 
in his best races at distances less than a 
mile. At 2 he won the Champagne Stakes 
and received 117 pounds in the Free 
Handicap. He won the Festival Stakes at 
3. and the next year he took the Stew- 
ards’ Cup Handicap at Goodwood. Mr, 
and Mrs. Reuben’s Hasty House Farms 
bought him privately, in the fall of his 
5-year-old season, for 6.000 guineas. 

Racing in the U. S. in 1957, *King 
Bruce II won a division of the 6-furlong 
Meadowland Handicap, was second in the 
Midwest Handicap, third in the Clang 
Handicap. The Reubens then retired him 
to Twinwin Farm. Barrington. III. 

Spokesmen for the syndicate said “a 
few shares” remained to be sold. 


Recruits 


Calumet Farm’s A’ Glitter will be 
covered this year by *Tudor Minstrel. The 
daughter of *Khaled—A Gleam, one of 
3 California foals bred from Calumet 
mares that were retired while the stable 
was racing in California, won 13 of 39 
starts and earned $196.370. She won the 
Coaching Club American Oaks and Mon- 
mouth Oaks, the Betsy Ross Stakes ‘and 
the Modesty Handicap.

Death of Case Ace

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Encephalomyelitis Not Equine 


Editor's note. The widespread miscon- 
ception that the horse is a factor in spread- 
ing encephalomyelitis was illustrated last 
month by a warning from the chairman 
of the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion that “if there should be an incidence 
of equine encephalomyelitis in New York, 
the commission would be required to insti- 
tute a close and drastic quarantine on all 
horses which have not been inoculated at 
least 21 days prior to the quarantine and 
to set up an embargo against the reception 
of horses until positive proof be furnished 
that they have been duly vaccinated at 
least 21 days prior to shipment to New 


York.” 


The commission was saying, in effect, 
that by throwing a stone across the Hud- 
son River it would be able to kill a bird 
on Long Island. The innocence of the 
horse in spreading the disease was attest- 
ed by Dr. Oscar Sussman, chief of the 
Bureau of Veterinary Public Health in 
New Jersey, in an address before the con- 
vention of the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners at Chicago in De- 
cember. The following article is extracted 
from Dr. Sussman’s remarks. 


In speaking of encephalitis, | would 
like to suggest that we might do well, as a 
group. to cease using the term “equine 
encephalitis” or “equine encephalomye- 
litis.” 


Up until 1938 it was considered that 
this was a horse disease, and it was called 
“equine encephalomyelitis, Houston va- 
riety.” They found the western variety, and 
then St. Louis and Venezuelan, and a 
number of others in the same group. As 
we went further into the epidemiology of 
the disease, we began to find that it was 
somewhat of a misnomer. If it were found 
in a horse, it could be called equine en- 
cephalomyelitis, and if it were of the 
eastern variety. you would not be incorrect 
to call it eastern equine encephalomyelitis. 


However, what do you call this same 
disease if it happens in a sparrow or a 
blackbird, or in a thrush or egret or emu 
or pheasant, or in humans? Calling it 
“equine” gives a bad connotation to the 
horse, insofar as the spread of the disease 
is concerned. 


1 would like to review something that 
you may not have at your finger tips if 
you are not at this end of the work. 


When you see the figure 10-° LDs5o. it 
may require some explanation. It means 
quite a lot. as far as the spread of a dis- 
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ease is concerned, when we are talking 
about a variety of species. 10-! means this: 
If you took some blood. the serum from 
an animal or something, and diluted it 1 in 
10 parts of sterile diluent, and then took 
that amount of material and injected it 
intercerebrally into mice. you could then 
say. if that material killed 50 per cent of 
the mice. that you had a in- 
tercerebral dose of mouse virus. 


If you dilute that material one more 


time. by adding lIcc. of it to 9 cc. of sterile 
diluent, a dilution of 1:100, that is 10-°. 
When you take one-tenth of that second 
tube and put it in a third tube, then you 
have a 10-8. or 1:1.000. And so on down. 

This is relatively important in thinking 
about encephalitis. I might tell you that 
most of the work I am quoting is from Dr. 
Kissling. Dr. Stamm. and Dr. Holden. For 
a review. you might get a book called 
Animal Disease in Human Health, pub- 
lished by the New York Academy of 
Science. It has a wonderful review of all 
of the encephalitides.

It seems established that birds are 
the most common vertebrate host of 
the virus. and that mosquitoes are the 
most prominent vectors. ... We know 
the titer in the blood of a host is of 
importance in determining whether or 
not this host can serve as a source of 
infection for mosquitoes. 


We know that horses infected with 
eastern viral encephalomyelitis have 
virus in their blood stream for a short 
period of time early in the disease. 
However. the titer of this virus is ordi- 
narily too low to serve as a source of 
infection for most mosquitoes that feed 
upon horses. [It seems likely. therefore. 
that the horse is not a significant factor 
in the maintenance of eastern viral en- 
cephalomyelitis in nature. and is prob- 
ably actually a dead-end so far as virus 
transmission is concerned. 

There are a number of regions in 
our country in which eastern viral en- 
cephalomyelitis seriously involves the 
horse population without ever making 
its appearance in the human  popula- 
tion. However. when both horse and 
man are involved in an outbreak. the 
horse ordinarily precede the 
human cases by about 2 weeks. The 
significance of this sequence of events 
is not at all understood. 

We know that mosquitoes. once hav- 
ing acquired an infection with eastern 
viral encephalomyelitis. maintain it 
throughout the whole of their life 
span: and this suggests the possibility

perpetuation of the virus from one sea- 
son to the next may be through infec- 
tive mosquitoes that were overlooked 
by hibernation. 

Lice and other parasites can 
also transmit it. and may conceivably 
play a role in the natural history of 
this disease. 


. the best scientific evidence 
available indicates that the horse is 
probably not a factor in the spread or 
maintenance of eastern viral encephalo- 
myelitis in a region. I agree with Dr. 
Marshak that it is important. by public 
education. to remove the stigma from 
the horse as a danger to public health. 
Perhaps the people who organized our 
program for today have taken a step 
in the right direction by referring to 
the disease as eastern viral encephalo- 
myelitis. instead of equine encephalo- 
myelitis. which. in the light) of our 
present knowledge. is something of a 
misnomer. But | might add that it is 
going to be very difficult for most of 
us who have been using this term to 
change. 

I should also like to emphasize an- 
other point urged by Dr. Marshak. 
namely. that. through organized horse 
interests. pre-season immunization of 
all horses appearing at tracks. horse 
shows. and the like during the enceph- 
alomyelitis season be insisted upon. 
I should like to go one step further on 
this point and suggest that research be 
immediately instituted to determine the 
optimum vaccination schedule.

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Part Two: 


Track Maintenance 


Gites E. Wricut’s account of the tech- 
niques of track maintenance at Santa 
Anita Park began in THe Broop-Horse 
of January 16, page 128. The concluding 
piece deals primarily with maintenance 
of the turf course. 


For use in mud, the Santa Anita Park 
management bought 2 Case S. O. orchard 
tractors which were remodeled at the 
track’s shop to take Terra tires, built by 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company 
at Akron. The 4-ply tubeless tires are 42 
by 40 by 10 inches in size and can be 
operated at from 3 to 20 pounds pressure. 
Said Bill Quiggle. plant and track super- 
visor: 

“Their very wide with, combined with 
the extmerely low pressure, gives them 
excellent flotation on muddy ground, so 
we replaced the Belgian draft horses with 
these tractors for all wet-weather work we 
do on the main and training tracks, such 
as light harrowing and floating. 

“As these tires are manufactured, the 
lugs are 114 inches high, but we have had 
them built up to 21% inches, so that if the 
track becomes sloppy the weight of the 
rig rides on the cushion base and yet the 
lugs do not displace so much material that 


the float cannot put it back where it be- 
longs. Otherwise, the tire would push slop 
ahead and around the ends, 
cushion material off grade. 


leaving the 


“The usual mounting procedure with 
such tires is to run a stiff axle through the 
tire with clamping plates at each end to 
hold the tire bead. a system we followed 
on the hydraulically-steered front wheel. 
But the rear tires had to be mounted on 
wheels so that they could be slipped over 
the tractor axle stubs and axle housings. 
This presented a problem inasmuch as 
wheels for these tires had never been built 
before. So Santa Anita’s shop designed 
and had built a wheel based on a 4014- 
inch length of ®¢-inch wall, 8-inch diam- 
eter Shelby tubing, with flanges at each 
end to clamp on to both sides of the 
tire bead, sealed with neoprene “O” rings. 
The wheel has an 8-inch hub welded in 
the center, with a center hole cut to match 
the tractor axle, and a 5¢-inch keyway. 
The wheel is slipped on . the axle and 
a long drive key inserted and driven tight 
to hold the wheel in place. This has proved 
very satisfactory. 

“We also built a hydraulic tool bar 
which applies force either up or down,

and attached a very light harrow, 12 feet 
wide with 3 rows of ;°;-by-12-inch teeth. 
A light wood float is hooked to the harrow 
with short chains, so that when floating 
it is possible either to keep the teeth clear 
or lightly harrow in front of the float, 
as desired. 

“These rigs are fast enough to make 2 
rounds between races, thus working 48 
feet of track, and on alternate races we 
work alternate halves of the track, so that

Maintaining the Grass 


Still another maintenance problem was 
created in 1954 when the Camino Real turf 
course was constructed. How well the 
course has been maintained and how well 
it has been accepted by the public, is 
attested to by the growing stature of the 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap, traditional 
closing feature and last of the 4 $100,000- 
added events. It is contested over the full 
course of about 134 miles. After a meeting, 
renovation takes this form. 

“First, let me say, that much of the 
credit for maintenance and growth of the 
grass course should go to Pete Martinez. 
our head gardener, who supervises its care 
the year around. 

“The turf first is scalped with a Mott 
Hammer knife mower attached to a Ford 
tractor, 2 passes being made. The cuttings 
are then windrowed with a revolving street 
broom pulled by a Ford tractor. Next, 
they are picked up with a Talbott straw 
loader and loaded directly into a 27-yard 
Ford dump truck. This, incidentally. totals 
8 tightly packed loads. 

“Divot holes are then filled by hand 
with the same selected soil that the track 
was originally constructed of. A lightly 
loaded dual-wheeled truck is driven on 
the track, and the soil is taken directly 


from. it. 


After light waterings, the soil 
is aerated with 2 West Point aerators 
pulled side by side by a Ford tractor. 
Twelve passes are made over the entire 
track, punching holes 21% inches deep. 
During this work the track is kept quite 
dry. so as to bear the weight of equipment, 
but after aerating, it is given a 2-hour 
watering. Then. when it has become firm 
enough to support equipment, we apply 
400 pounds of 3-9-6 fertilizer, using a John 
Deere 10-foot spreader that Santa Anita 
altered for the job, pulled by a Ford 
tractor. 


“Just before the fertilizer is spread, the 
track is lightly re-seeded with Bermuda 
to hasten growth in any bare spots, lightly 
watered after the fertilizer application 
until the seed is germinated and estab- 
lished, then watered 114 hours on Mondays 
and Fridays, oftener if the weather is 
extremely hot. Throughout the summer the 
grass is kept about 114 inches high—until 
2 weeks before the start of a meeting, at 
which time it is allowed to grow to 3 
inches. Around the first of November we 
apply 144 pounds per acre of short seeded 
rye grass to keep the track green during 
the meet, as Bermuda tends to turn brown 
during freezing weather. 


“During the meet, we water on an aver- 
age of twice a week, short runs of 20 to 
30 minutes, if there is no rain. 


“Liquid fertilizer, containing 20 per cent 


nitrogen but no potash or phosphorus, is 
applied through the sprinkler system. A 
30-minute run over the entire track takes 
about 214 days. Therefore we usually do 
not fertilize during the meet because of 
insufficient time and because the course 
may already be too wet from rain. 

“Weather permitting, we mow on an 
average of 3 times in 2 weeks. The grass 
is kept 3 inches high during the meet, 
since any longer grass tends to fall flat, 
which invites mildew. 

“Divots must be replaced after each 
work and each race. This is done by a 
6-to-10-man crew. by hand, and the divots 
are then tamped into place with wood 
tamps. This is a 7-day a week operation. 
since after Saturday’s races it must be 
done on Sunday morning. 

“When the main track is closed 30 min- 
utes every morning for renovation, from 
8 to 8:30. horses may be worked on the 
turf oval in the infield of the main track. 
with permission from the racing secretary. 
and weather permitting. Each morning 2 
dogs are set to keep the horses off the 
inside 20 to 25 feet of track. On Mondays. 
again weather permitting, at 10:30 a. m. 
the turf crossing on the main track is set 
up. and horses that have written permis- 
sion from the racing secretary can be 
worked over the entire course. No ponies 
are allowed on the course at any time. 

“Where the turf course leaves the hill-

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side and crosses the main track into the 
infield, it is necessary to remove the inside 
rail. This is done by having a 220-foot 
section of the inside rail replaced by 3 
interlocking sections of rail made up of 
4-inch Shelby tubing. When a race is to 
be run off the hill, 2 of these sections are 
moved by an 8-man crew so as to form 
an inside rail across the dirt track and the 
third is set aside. Shelby tubing is flexible 
enough to conform to the different radii. 
The outside rail of the crossing is made 
up of the usual barricades used at most 
race tracks, which are moved as needed. 
“All rain water runs to the inside rail 
and then into storm sewers. Where the 
hillside turf course meets the main dirt 
track, it is necessary to put up metal 
shields, with dirt backing, during a rain 
so that water from the turf does not con- 
tinue to drain onto the dirt track. Be- 
neath the portable section, a canvas 
trough collects the run-off from the main 
track and carries it across the turf track 
in portable aluminum pipes, so that after 
a storm the main track run-off does not 
keep the turf track saturated at that point, 
while the rest of the track is drying out. 
“Dogs are set out any time horses are 
working on the turf. Most seasons, about 
40 races are scheduled for the turf and. 
if the turf is wet from rain, considerable 
wear and tear is inevitable, especially 
next to the inside rail on the homestretch 


and on both turns, so dogs are quite nec- 
essary to keep workers off the most heavily 
used portions.” 


Self-Sufficiency 


Quiggle is quick to point out that he 
is a construction man, not an engineer. 
but that his boss, Ray M. Rogers, is well 
grounded in the engineering field. Rogers, 
in turn, emphasizes the credit due Quiggle 
and his crew for the excellent equipment 
available at Santa Anita. 


On the off season, Quiggle’s crew con- 
sists of 8 men, including a mechanic. 
During a meeting it grows to 25. 

“We have a night crew then, which 
means doubling up,” Bill said, “and also. 
since all the work between races must be 
done in 20 minutes, we needed additional 
help at that time. All the men, with 1 or 
2 exceptions, are veterans of 10 years or 
more at Santa Anita, and they’re as good 
as any you'll find. 

“All of them are always thinking. For 
instance, something’ll come up. and I'll 
call the crew together, telling them what 
the problem is and asking for ideas. 
There'll always be one, and then we begin 
building on it until we have a plan for 
procedure. With us, blue prints come 
after something is built. They are not 
there to serve as a guide during construc- 
tion. 

“Still. there have been no major changes 


in anything we've built. The cutting har- 
row, for instance, has never been changed 
from the way we turned it out. 

“In general, we've pretty well got avail- 
able all the services a small city would 
require, including our own print shop, 
electrician, plumber. and painter. During 
the planting season, we have 60 gardeners, 
the number later being cut to 30. 

“Twice last winter that bedroom frost- 
warning signal got me up to start the 
jet drier in operation to save the calen- 
dulas. We angled the exhaust toward the 
flower beds. so the warm air laid down a 
protective envelope. At the same time, 
it kept the track from freezing, and you 
know a frozen crust on a racing strip is 
about as bad footing for a horse as you can 
get. It is in my opinion, anyway. 

“My wife. Dorothy, says we have so 
many thermometers scattered around the 
grounds it appears we're growing them 
instead of flowers. But they are neces- 
sary, if we're to have the display we do 
in winter months. The flowers have to 
have all the fertilizer they can get, short 
of burning. It reaches such a fine point, 
in fact, that one too many swipes with 
the liquid fertilizer we use and there'll 
be a burnt strip down a bed.” 

Quiggle and his crew have made a 
genuine contribution to the growth of 
Santa Anita in the racing world.

Herons and pheasants usually carry a 
virus titer of 10-° LD;,. That is, a 1:1,000 
dilution of the serum from infected herons 
and pheasants will kill 50 per cent of the 
mice into which it is injected. Herons and 
pheasants go up to 10-°. whereas small 
birds. such as grackles. cardinals. spar- 
rows. and pigeons. have a dilution of 10-®, 
That is. you can dilute the serum from an 
infected sparrow or pigeon 6 times, inject 
the dilution into mice. and kill 50 per 
cent of them. There is a higher amount of 
virus than is present in the larger birds. 
such as herons. egrets. and pheasants. and 
consequently more danger of transmission. 

It has been found that the horse has 
10°°. as high as 10-°. but that in most 
horses the maximum titer is 10-°, meaning 
that. if you took the blood from a horse 
that was sick with encephalitis. you could 
«o 3 tubes down. to the third dilution. and 
with that you could infect half of your 
mice. But when you got to the fourth tube. 
you would not. whereas, to go back to the 
pigeons. you could go down as low as 9 
dilutions and still infect half of your mice. 

Now. one more factor is needed. You 
do not get the blood directly from the 
pheasant. from the horse. or from the 
pigeon. From what we now know. you need 
a vector. We have assumed. on the basis 
of what we know. that the vector is a 
mosquito. 

Dr. Kissling found that mosquitoes need 
a titer of 10-4 to 10-° to become infected. 
most of the time. so that. if mosquitoes 
bite an animal that has a virus floating in 
the blood stream with a dilution of 10-°, 
they do not become infected. Only one 
case. so far as we know—and that was 
Kissling’s experimental work—has_ ever 
shown that horses infect mosquitoes. They 
injected the horse with virus and allowed 
certain mosquitoes to bite the horse. Of 
all the horses examined. this one had the 
highest virus titration in its blood stream. 
Normally a horse does not have enough 
virus titrated in its blood to infect mosqui- 
toes. We do not know enough about hu- 
mans. but we do know that. from most 
scientists’ viewpoint. horses and humans 
are in the same general category. 

This brings us back to what Dr. Wood- 
cock was saying. that you can have 
hysteria. or “horseteria.” depending upon 
what is done by control agencies. Un- 
fortunately. we found in New Jersey that 
people became frightened of horses. 
Horses were to be moved to the Camden 
track. Garden State Park. and numbers 
of people called our department saying 
they did not want them. The way we 
answered the question (the Commissioner 
of Public Health authorized this) was 
(that it was) prophylaxis—a good word 
to remember in connection with this hys- 
terial type of thinking about disease.

While the primary function of The

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When a ship is about to go down, the 
mice and the rats run off. When a dog 
is about to die, the fleas jump on you. 
When chickens are killed. the mites and 
the ticks start biting the people that are 
killing them. If you put enough animals in 
the way of mosquitoes. and if these ani- 
mals do not carry enough of the virus to 
further progress the disease. it is really a 
good idea to have horses. 


If we start thinking about the ecology 
of the disease. there are several things 
we have to answer. which we have not 
answered. In Louisiana there were 14.000 
horses in 1947 that were infected with 
this disease, and in New Jersey last year 
there were 20 people. This resulted in a 
great strain on the racing industry in our 
area: it could have been much more. 
Therefore. I say we should evaluate what 
we call this disease. 

Some of the questions we have to 
answer are: Should we restrict the move- 
ment of horses during the presence of the 
disease? If so. what do we mean by 
“presence of the disease”? Does it mean. 
if someone who is collecting birds finds 
it in some wild birds. that is enough for 
restricting the movement of horses or 
humans? They did not stop humans from 
going to New York and dropping money 
from New Jersey. but they did try to stop 
horses from going there to collect any of 
the money. We do not know how 
many nonclinical causes of humans there 
are that actually have the virus and how 
much of a virus titer they have. . 

So. if we find the disease in mosquitoes 
or in wild birds or in humans or in horses. 
which one of these is evidence enough for 
stopping the movement of those or of 
any other species? If the evidence of dis- 
ease is wild birds. then we must imme- 
diately consider that in New Jersey and 
on the East Coast there has consistently 
heen found. as early as June and July. 
virus present in wild birds. This would 
mean that no movement should occur—at 
least. of wild birds... . 

I do not think any of you are unaware 
of this fact. that this disease occurs norm- 
ally when there is hot. wet. humid 
weather. and this also is during the 
mosquito season. But we do not. really 
know. as in some other diseases. whether 
or not there is a certain time element of 
the virus itself that just works at that 
time. regardless of whether it is the hot. 
wet. humid season... . 

This may seem a little far-fetched. but 
normally Culicidae melinuria, which is one 
of the mosquitoes that bites and has been 
infected. normally does not bite humans. 
If you had a change, so they got a drier 
season just after they were being produced 
in the marshes. and there was a wind. you 
would find some mosquitoes changing their 
hiting habits. We do not know enough 
about what changes the biting habits to 
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determine when certain mosquitoes, which 
may bite birds but normally do not bite 
humans or horses, change and begin to 
bite horses and humans. 


Confusing? I'm sorry; it is confusing. 
That is. normally. a mosquito will bite a 
human. if it is that type of mosquito. If 
you change the ecology, if you change the 
picture of the land and the moisture and 
the time. these mosquitoes may then start 
to bite other species of animals. This is 
what we really do not know at the mo- 
ment. 


I told you before several of the things 
we do know. That is. horses do not have 
enough virus in them to give us the trouble 
of which they are being accused. 


In horses. we know that the duration of 
the viremia is very short. normally less 
than 4 hours and at the maximum no more 
than 24 to 48 hours. whereas in birds the 
viremia is 4 days. 


Another thing is that we have evidence 
that there is an increase in birds. In grass- 
lands there are approximately 144 birds 
per hundred acres. and in forests about 
150 per hundred acres. Where man has 
made a forest edging. that is. where a 
road has been cut through the forest, like 
the Garden State Parkway. or Route 9. 
where we had our trouble in New Jersey. 
or where they went off Route 9 and made 
housing developments. you find as many 
as 800 wild birds per hundred acres. going 
up as high as 2.000 per hundred acres. 


This means a concentration of wild 
birds. which carry the virus, in close prox- 
imity to humans. In that situation. what 


you really need is to remove your sus- 
ceptible population. 


Some work has been done by Dr. Holden 
which indicates you can have bird-to-bird 
transmission. In caged pheasants, you can 
have one pheasant that is infected, and no 
mosquitoes, and the disease will spread 
in the pen. by feather-picking or some 
other aerosol transmission. This has not 
been found true among horses. We have 
yet to find any horses that could spread 
the disease from one to another, Also. we 
have not found any human being that has 
been able to be identified as having this 
disease transmitted to him from a horse. 
We know of no case of that type. that is. 
exclusive of laboratory workers handling 
virus that came from an animal. 

As veterinarians associated with the 
race track industry and horses. you have 
several things to think about. You can 
remove the susceptible population — by 
properly immunizing each horse. Inthe 
light of our present knowledge. I would 
say that you would have to vaccinate at 
least once a year, at the minimum, and 
some of the men in the field believe that 
it should be done every 6 months, with 
a booster dose. 

The second thing is. around your race 
tracks—and you cannot do much more 
than that. although you can use your in- 
fluence in other areas—you should at- 
tempt to have a control on the mosquito 
population. 

The third thing. realize that sparrows 
and pigeons are not very healthy pests to 
have around barns. So act in a manner 
to remove the sparrows and pigeons from 
near your race tracks, 


In the discussion following his speech. 
Dr. Sussman agreed with Gen. Wayne O. 
Kester that. in the one case where the 
disease was transmitted by mosquito from 
one horse to another. the first horse was 
artificially inoculated and had a titer of 
10-°; that. under natural conditions. no 
horse had been found with so high a 
titer: and that “the attempt to transmit 
the disease from the No. 2 horse to the 
No. 3 horse was not successful.” 


After Dr. Sussman had expressed the 
opinion that all horses should be vaccin- 
ated, General Kester said: 

“LT think that is a point well taken. and 
it should be recognized for what it is. It 
is not a movement to protect the public 
health; it is a movement, on the part of 
racing. to vaccinate the horses to protect 
their own investment. ... It is that simple.” 

“Right.” said Dr. Sussman. . . I think 
it would be silly to try to do it at the 
tracks. I think, if it were going to be done. 
it should be done, certainly. before the 
racing season started, and it should not be 
done in the atmosphere of ‘If you don’t 
vaccinate them. everyone is going to die.’ ”

said. “If he does get beat, I'm sure he'll 
still be right there. It’s been quite a while 
since he threw in a bad one. Not since 
we left California, I think.” 

*Amerigo had run fifth in the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup last July 11, had not been 
worse than third in 10 subsequent starts. 
The string included victories in the 
Ocean City and New York Handicaps. and 
he was second in the Monmouth (behind 
Sword Dancer). Whitney. Man War. 
and Trenton. third in the Brooklyn and 
Saratoga Handicaps. 

*Amerigo’s opposition in the Bougain- 
villea consisted of *Tudor Era. the Hasty 
House entry of Ekaba and *Martini II. 
Cain Hoy Stable’s One-Eyed King. Point- 
er, *Muscadel, *Mr. Punch IT. King Grail. 
*Rafty. Noble Sel, and *Amos II. 

“I'm not discounting Pointer.” Brown 
said. “He could stay on top all the way. 
But I'm glad to see him in there. The 
more speed there is in the race. the better 
cff we are. *Amerigo doesn’t have the 
speed. If Pointer and *Tudor Era burn 
themselves out, it will help. *Amerigo 
runs his best races off the pace. He’s 
gotten beat when he’s gone out there on 
the front end. When there isn’t any pace. 
though. he has to set it himself.” 

Arnold Winick, trainer of *Tudor Era. 
foresaw trouble the morning before the 


Bougainvillea when he attempted to work 
his horse in the grass. *Tudor Era went 
an eighth of a mile and then sulked. 

“It’s hard to say what it means.” Winick 
said, “but it’s certainly not the best 
thing in the world. He'd trained pretty 
good until this. He works funny every 
now and then.” 

Even before the draw for post positions, 
Winick did not make a secret of the fact 
he would send *Tudor Era on the lead. 
The horse drew the No. 1 post. 


Dangerous Horse 


Hialeah’s stewards refused to permit 
Brown to saddle *Amerigo at the barn. 
Steward Keene Daingerfield. while sym- 
pathizing with Brown, said that the rules 
required that all horses must be saddled 
in the paddock. 

* Amerigo was the last horse led into the 
paddock before the Bougainvillea. There 
was a groom on either side of him, and 
he was led by a 20-foot asbestos strap. 
The saddling was done in the open space 
between the paddock stalls. 

He sunfished and reared several times. 
His regular groom. already well ban- 
daged, tried to settle him down by giving 
him sugar. *Amerigo took the sugar and 
in the same motion grabbed the groom’s 
arm. The saddle flew off as the second 
groom rescued the first. “Amerigo calmed 
down then, and Brown completed the 
saddling process. The horse was led to

GALLOP POLL 


On Classifications 


In your editorial of January 2 did I 
detect slight leaning towards an en- 
dorsement of a system of classifying 
horses? In case I did. let me tell you 
what happens here. 

In the old days there was no classifi- 
cation imposed on owners other than the 
conditions of races written by the racing 
secretaries. It was troublesome for the 
racing secretary. so the plan was devised 
in the late “twenties of dividing all the 
horses into 6 classes, A. B, C, ete. down 
to F. The best horses were placed in A 
Class, the worst in F Class. Every few 
months now there is a reclassification. 

The classifications are done by a com- 
mittee who group the horses on the basis 
of their past performances. and all handi- 
cap races are run under this classifica- 
tion. 


February 6, 1960 


On the face of it, this seems like a 
reasonable idea but horses not being ma- 
chines, their form is variable and horse 
owners being what they are, they don’t 
always agree with the Classification Com- 
mittee. You want to hear the rail hang- 
ers the morning after a new classification 
is published: every horse in Jamaica has 
been put in too high a class and every 
member of the Classification Committee 
should be in jail. This has been going on 
for over 30 years and is getting monot- 
onous, 

It has a much more harmful effect, 
though, because when a 3-year-old, for 
example, has been classified in C Class 
his owner is not, naturally, very anxious 
to run him in a weight-for-age race against 
others that have been placed in higher 
classes, because if he wins he will be 
moved up and, worse, if he doesn’t but 
runs well, he will still be moved up with 
nothing to show for it. 

The result is that most weight-for-age 
races don’t fill and are abandoned and 
now-a-days it is. generally speaking, a 
waste of time to write them at all. You 
will see that this is not likely to improve 
the breed, and it hasn’t. 

I don’t like to advocate a system of 
claiming races but I don’t see any altern- 
ative to it to avoid the bickering that fol- 
lows arbitrary classifications and to en- 
sure that the kind of races you want will 


fill. 


You have made me write all this be- 
cause you won't come and see for your- 
self and incidentally made me squeeze the 
last drop from the last bottle in the island 
of a Tennessee sour mash known as Jack 
Daniels. a liquor I have a strange affinity 
for. possibly developed from an associa- 
tion with horses which spend most of 
their time walking instead of running. 
like that breed they have in Tennessee.

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Chapter Seven: 


Whitney Expands into 


By Dan M. Bowmar III 


In the early years of the century it was 
not unusual for an owner’s colors to dis- 
appear from the Turf for a year or more 
after a death in the family. Early in 1915 
the Lusitania was sunk, and among those 
who went down with the ship was Alfred 
Vanderbilt. brother of Gertrude Vander- 
bilt Whitney, Harry Payne Whitney’s 
wife. Whitney withdrew his horses from 
competition and leased the stable to his 
friend, L. S. Thompson, owner of Brook- 
dale Farm in New Jersey. 

Star of the Whitney-Thompson stable 
in 1915, of course, was Regret. which 
again proved her mastery over the colts 
of her generation, beating Pebbles and 
Sharpshooter in the Kentucky Derby and 
trouncing The Finn in the Saranac Handi- 
cap. Her campaign ended after these 2 
races because of respiratory ailments. and 
the stable’s largest money-winner was the 
7-year-old gelding Borrow. which took 4 


of 8 starts, including the Kentucky, Ferry. 
Dominion, and Municipal Handicaps. 

Among the 2-year-olds of 1915 were 3 
good ones, all of which seemed to be handi- 
capped in later seasons by their massive 
size. Possibly best of the lot was Dominant 
(Delhi—Dominoes, by Domino), which 
Whitney had purchased at the James R. 
Keene dispersal in 1913 as a weanling. 
The colt was the crack of the Saratoga 
meeting, winning the Saratoga Special. 
United States Hotel, and Hopeful Stakes 
in succession, carrying 130 pounds in the 
Hopeful. His large body and fragile legs 
dictated an early retirement. 

Thunderer. by Broomstick—Jersey Light- 
ning. thus a brother to Regret. scored his 
one major victory of the year in the Fu- 
turity, beating a field of 16. including 
Bromo and Spur. He was raced lightly at 
3. winning a minor race. was unraced at 
4. and broke down in his only start at 5. 

*Chicle, by Spearmint—Lady Hamburg. 
was bred in England by Whitney and

brought to the U. S. in 1914 as a yearling. 
He showed a little early speed, but in the 
fall of his 2-year-old season he beat a 
good field in the Champagne Stakes. 

Although a number of racers were side- 
lined early in their campaigns, Thompson 
led all owners in 1915 with earnings of 
$104,106. of which $96,770 was earned 
by Whitney horses. This was a consider- 
able improvement over Whitney’s 1914 
earnings of $63.525, and it was to prove 
a great deal better than 1916, when the 
stable picked up only $43,587. 

On December 14. 1915, Whitney bought 
a 297-acre farm on the Paris Road, about 
5 miles north of Lexington, from George 
B. and Thomas Williams. C. H. Berryman 
acted as Whitney’s agent in the trans- 
action, and took over as farm manager. 

Almost all of the Thoroughbreds bred 
by W. C. Whitney during his brief time in 
the sport were bred in Kentucky, but his 
son had depended on Brookdale Farm in 
New Jersey. which he had under lease. 


Peter Pan, here beating McCarter and Pope Joan in the 1906 Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, sired several of H. P. Whit- 
ney’s best horses, among them Pennant, Tryster, and Vexatious. Peter Pan was a son of Commando out of *Cinderella. 
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The Kentucky farm was enlarged with an 
additional purchase in August, 1917, and 
for several years stallions and broodmares 
were shipped back and forth between the 
2 farms; but gradually the breeding oper- 
ations centered in Kentucky. while Brook- 
dale was used primarily for breaking year- 
lings and freshening horses for the racing 
stable. 


Whitney’s prominent stallions at this 
time were Broomstick and Peter Pan. both 
proven, and Whisk Broom II. which had 
entered the stud in 1914. Hamburg. which 
had been purchased from the W. C. Whit- 
ney dispersal in 1904. died in September. 
1915. 


Thompson’s one-year lease on the Whit- 
ney horses expired on May 4, 1916. It was 
not a good year for Whitney; most of the 
promising ones in the stable either failed 
to deliver or could not stand training for 
the entire season. There were several 
notable performances. however. Pennant 
won the Delaware Handicap under 127 
pounds, giving 2 pounds to Stromboli, and 
was second in the Brooklyn and Cham- 
plain Handicaps. carrying top weight in 
each race. *Chicle won the Dwyer. beating 
*Star Hawk and Friar Rock. Borrow won 
several handicaps. and Regret. which 
started only twice. won a good overnight 
race at Saratoga. 


Earnings for the Whitney stable went up 
for the next 3 years, and once the stable 
was third on the owners list. In 1917 
earnings were $58,815; in 1918, $70,309; 
and in 1919, $92,308. Regret. Pennant, and 
Borrow continued to rank among the best 
of their division in 1917, but short cam- 
paigns again limited their earning power. 
Biggest money-winner in the stable was the 
2-year-old filly Rosie O’Grady (Hamburg 
—Cherokee Rose II). which won 3 of 9 
starts and earned $9,800. Her victories 
included the Fashion and Clover Stakes, 
and she was second in the Demoiselle 
Stakes and Saratoga Special. third in the 
Spinaway and Futurity Stakes. 

In 1918 the stable was saved by the 
sudden improvement of the 3-year-old 
*Johren (Spearmint—Mineola, by *Med- 
dler), bred by Whitney in England and 
imported to the U. S. as a yearling. De- 
scribed by W. S. Vosburgh as “a clumsy, 
loose-jointed, underdeveloped creature.” 
*Johren was named for a German saloon- 
keeper on Long Island. He was unraced 
at 2. and trainer James Rowe reported 
to his owner that “he can neither gallop. 
canter, nor walk.” He broke his maiden in 
his tenth start. 


Late in the spring he showed marked 
improvement, and from June until the end 
of the seasgn he was one of the country’s 
best horses. He won the Belmont Stakes. 
beating *War Cloud. and scored over Ex- 
terminator in the Latonia Derby. In the 
Suburban he turned back an excellent field

in the Futurity. 
the best record was compiled by Upset. 
another son of Whisk Broom II. Although 
he is remembered chiefly for his defeat of 
Man o° War in the Sanford Stakes, Upset 
consistently turned in good performances. 
He was second in the United States Hotel. 
Grand Union Hotel. and Champagne 
Stakes and third in the Juvenile Stakes. In 
the Grand Union he was within a length 
of Man o° War. 

Whitney led the list of owners for the 
first time in 1920. with a total of $270.075. 
(He would have led in 1915, but his horses 
were running for Thompson.) Seven per- 
formers earned more than $15.000 each. 
The 2-year-old Tryster earned $49,925, fol- 


lowed by Dr. Clark ($32.681). Upset 
($26.969). Wildair ($26.196). Prudery 
($25.650). John P. Grier ($23.817). and 
Damask ($17.655). 

Tryster (Peter Pan—*Tryst. by St. 


Amant) was the undefeated champion of 
his age. his victories including the Juve- 
nile. Kentucky Jockey Club. and Youth- 
ful Stakes. the Keene Memorial. and the 
Saratoga Special. 

Prudery (Peter Pan—Polly Flinders. by 
Burgomaster) was almost as_ successful 
among the 2-year-old fillies as Tryster 
among the colts. She won 5 of 8 races, in- 
cluding the Fashion. Rosedale. Grand 
Union Hotel, and Spinaway Stakes. She 
was beaten a head by Tryster in the Sara- 
toga Special and by Leonardo II in the 
Hopeful Stakes. In both races the chart- 
man said Prudery “would have won in 
another stride.” 

Seldom has an American stable had 5 
3-year-olds in one season of the class of 
John P. Grier. Dr. Clark, Upset. Wildair, 
and Damask. Even more seldom does the 
Turf have a champion such as Man o’ War. 
Whitney’s best consolation was that Man 
o’ War could not be everywhere. 

John P. Grier won 6 of his 10 starts. 
including the Edgemere and Aqueduct 
Handicaps and beat the 5-year-old The 
Porter in the Annapolis Handicap. but he

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is best remembered for the Dwyer Stakes, 
in which he gave Man o’ War his only 
severe test of the campaign. The late Will 
Harbut, Man o’ War’s groom, was fond of 
remarking that the son of Fair Play “broke 
Grier’s heart at the eighth-pole.” As the 
late Joe H. Palmer remarked, this evi- 
dently was not a serious ailment, since 
John P. Grier came back to run 3 more 
good races at 3 and continued to be prom- 
inent at 4. 

Wildair (Broomstick—Verdure, by Peter 
Pan) possibly stood next to John P. Grier 
among the 3-year-olds. He won the Em- 
pire City Derby. beating Gladiator and 
*Donnacona, and the Metropolitan. Ches- 
apeake, Ten Broeck, and Marathon Handi- 
caps. 

Dr. Clark (Broomstick—Panasine) pick- 
ed up most of his $32,681 in small 
amounts, except for the $15,000-added In- 
dependence Handicap at Latonia, in which 
he defeated the high-class older horse 
Boniface. 


Upset (Whisk Broom I]—Pankhurst, by 
*Voter) won the Latonia Derby. and Da- 
mask (*AIl Gold—Crinoline II, by Broom- 
stick) won the first running of the Louisi- 
ana Derby. 

In 1921 and 1922 Whitney was second 
to the powerful Rancocas Stable of Harry 
Sinclair. Rancocas won $263,500 in 1921, 
leading Whitney by $21,820, and $239,503 
in 1922, leading Whitney by $9,418. 

Whitney might have had even a better 
year in 1921 except for the untimely death 
of the 3-year-old Broomspun, a son of 
Broomstick—Spun Glass. After an easy 
overnight win, Broomspun won the Preak-

ness in his second start, defeating Leon- 
ardo II, Tryster, Star Voter, and others, 
and in his next start, the Carlton Stakes. 
he broke down. Later he was destroyed. 
Even with this abbreviated campaign he 
led the stable in earnings, with $44,200. 
The 2-year-old Bunting (Pennant— 
*Frillery, by Broomstick) was close be- 
hind Broomspun with $41,301. His big mo- 
ment was in the Futurity, in which he 
beat a field of 22 and earned $39,700. 


Saratoga, where he won 3 stakes for 2-year-olds; then went off his best form. 
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He and Broomstick were Whitney’s favorite stallions. 


Prudery won twice during a brief cam- 
paign, taking the Miller and Alabama 
Stakes, both at Saratoga. John P. Grier. 
also raced lightly, won the Kings County 
Handicap and was beaten a nose by Grey 
Lag in the Brooklyn Handicap. 

Disappointment of the stable was Try- 
ster. which won only the Potomac Handi- 
cap and 2 overnight races in 10 starts. 
Whitney sold him at the end of the season. 
a move which he was not long in regret- 
ting. Tryster came back to be a leader in 
the handicap division at 4 and 5, and at 
the conclusion of his racing career he was 
sold for $100,000. 

Whiskaway (Whisk Broom II—Inaugur- 
al. by *Voter) was the leader of the stable 
in 1922, earning $49,462. No other Whit- 
ney runner earned as much as $30,000, but 
Bunting, Goshawk, and Enchantment took 
down more than $24,000 each. 

Whiskaway raced only 4 times as a 3- 
year-old of 1922. He won at Belmont Park, 
then scored a surprise victory, with the 
aid of a 15-pound pull in weights, over 
Morvich and *Snob II in the one-mile 
Carlton Stakes. He then was shipped to 
Latonia, which had put up a purse of 
$50.000 for the 114-mile Kentucky Special. 
a race designed to match the Latonia 
Derby winner Thibodaux with the best 3- 
year-olds in the East. At level weights. 
Whiskaway beat Thibodaux by a _half- 
length, with Morvich third, 10 lengths 
back. In his only other start Whiskaway 
was fourth in the Huron Handicap under 
132 pounds. conceding from 15 to 19 
pounds to the other starters. A short time 
later Whitney sold the colt to C. W. Clark 
for $125,000. 

Goshawk. a 2-year-old colt by Whisk

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Broom II—Dovelet. was another which 
Whitney sold after receiving good divi- 
dends. Goshawk won the Great American 
Stakes and the Saratoga Special, in which 
he beat an excellent field, including 
McKee. Bud Lerner, Messenger, and Rial- 
to. and then went into the stable of Gifford 
A. Cochran. 


Enchantment. a 2-year-old gelding by 
*Chicle—*Enchanting. won one 
major race. the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, but it was worth $25.315. His 
stablemate. Picketer. was second. 


While H. P. Whitney won more than 
twice as much money as any other Amer- 
ican owner in the years from 1915 to 1930. 
he was maintaining 2 farms, 5 to 10 stal- 
lions. and nearly a hundred mares. The 
maintenance of farms at Lexington and 
Red Bank. each extensively staffed, ran 
into considerable sums. and Whitney, like 
his father, was known as a generous em- 
ployer. His tremendous contribution to 
American racing and breeding was made 
with relatively little effect on his financial 
standing. While his father had built most 
of the family fortune through his personal 
direction of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company. Harry Payne Whitney di- 
versified his investments. He was a director 
of many companies. and he rarely backed 
a loser. 


In 1923. when the stable slipped to 
fourth place with earnings of $168,443, H. 
P. Whitney was outranked for the first 
time on the owners’ list by the Greentree 
Stable of Mr. and Mrs. Payne Whitney. 
whose best runner was the good 3-year-old 
Rialto. bred by Harry Payne and_ sold 
privately as a yearling.
